| Nay, it ſeems their Zeal fo far tranſporteth them, 
that they'll chearfully ſacrifice their own Lives,the more 
effectually to procure the Deſtruction of Hereticks; e- 
ſpecially, if they be of Note and Diſtinction, and con- 
ſider d as capital Enemies to their Cauſe and Intereſt ; 
this is often the Caſe of Aſſaſſins: And 
the late Biſhop f of Sarum, gives an In- f Hiſt. Re- 
ſtance of it in an /riſþ Monk: He tells us, form. pt. 3. p. 
that the Primate of Feland, Goodacre, who 260. 
was active in the Reformation there, being 
invited to a Popiſh Houſe, was poyſon'd by a Monk, 


who for that purpoſe drunk to him in a Cup of poyſon'd 


Eper of which they both died. 

And how helliſh the Methods of preparing an Aſſaſſin 
for his bloody Enterprize! and yer none of theſe Vil- 
lanies are ſcrupled, while the good End, which ſancti- 
hes all the Means, the Catholick Cauſe is promoted : The 
poor Wretch, whom they perſwade to undertake the 
Aſſaſſination (viz. of a Prince or Principal Heretick) is 
ſecretly introduc'd into the Oratory; there a Knife 
wrapp'd up in Linen, is taken out of an Ivory Caſe, 
together with an Agnus Dei; upon this, as it is drawn 
out of the Sheath, they drop Holy-water, and long con- 
ſecrated Coral Beads, granting an Indulgence of deli-

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An Account of the Perſecutions and Marders of the 


| Proteſtants in France, Piedmont, Bohemia, the 
Netherlands, and of the Lollards in Britain, &c. 


O W theſe being their Principles (and how hor- 
VN rid, how helliſh are they !) it can be no Surpriſe 
to any to hear that they are Perſecutors, and 


that the poor hated, condemned, accurſed Hereticks (;. e. * 


Proteſtants) ſhou'd be ſacrificed to their Fury, be di- 


ſtreſs'd and tortur d in all the Ways and Methods their 


Hatred and Malice could invent. And how the Mat- 


ter ſtands in Hiſtory I am now to ſet before the Rea- 
der; not pretending to a full Collection of their Bar- 
| barities, only ſelecting a few Paſſages out of a Multi- 


tude, which may ſerve for a Specimen of the Spirit of 


Popery, and for a Proof that their Principles are, what 


we have repreſented em to be, viz. cruel: and murderous. 
They believe what prepares em to be Perſecutors, and 


they practiſe exactly according to ſuch Principles. To 


illuſtrate and prove this, I ſhall firſt touch upon ſome 


Things in general, and then give the Reader a partiu- Þ 
lar ſhort Account of the Maſlacres of Jrelaud and Paris, 
with ſome Hints touching the infamous Court of Inqu- 


ſition. | | 


It was no unfit Emblem of the Romiſb Church, tho 


ſhocking to the Mind of the Prophet, that 


St. John ſaw in his | Viſion, viz. A Moman f Rev. 17. 6. 
_ drunken with the Blood of the Saints, and with the 


Blood of the Martyrs of Jeſus : That the Woman ſignifies 
a Church, we have themſelves confeſſing; and in that ſhe 
is call'd a hore, an Harlot, the Mother of Harlots, (i. e. 
a proſtitute degenerate Church) and ſet forth as de- 
lighting in Cruelty, and drunk in Blood, it can be no 
longer a Difficulty to fix the Character, and to whom 
to make the Application: Rome Pagan, tis confeſs'd, 
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[23] 
was cruel and perſecuting; but they had not their pur- 
pled Biſhops, nor ſcarlet Cardinals, as Papal Rome has; 
nor did the former glut themſelves with the Blood of 
Martyrs, to that Degree, the latter has done, as it wou'd 
be eafy to ſhew, by comparing the Perſecutions of the 
one and the other. But I ſhall paſs over this, and pro- 
ceed to the general Account I promiſed. 
The famous Haldenſes and Albigenſes, as they have 
all along bore their Teſtimony againſt the Corruptions 


and Abominations of Rome, have taſted deep of their 


Diſpleaſure ; Faldo of Lions gave Name to the Wal- 

uſes Pope Alexander III. pronounces an Anathema againſt 
him, and all his Adherents; and afterwards at the Coun- 
cil of Tours in France, declared em excommunicate, and 


gave them up to Deſtruction, and decreed that none 


ſhou'd buy or ſell with them, &c. Dmocent III. ſet up 


B the Inquiſition, by which Multitudes were with great 
Barbarity tortured out of their Lives; but becauſe this 


did not make all the Diſpatch the Holy Father deſired, 
he rais'd an Army againſt them, which he call'd a 
Cruiſade, under the Command of his Legate; promiſing, 
in a General Council, to all ſuch as wou'd engage in 
this bloody Service, Freedom from all Taxes, the Pro- 
tection of St. Peter and the Pope, a Diſcharge of all Debts, 
c. and in ſhort, the very ſame Privileges they were 
expect, who took up Armes to recover the Holy 3 
vix. Free Indulgence and full Pardon of Sin in this World, 
and a greater Meaſure of Glory in the other; and up- 
on this Encouragement the Cut-throats ſo readily of- 


fer'd themſelves, as to make an Army of many hundred 


Thouſands 7 
It would be tedious to relate, with what an Exceſs of 
ſavage Rage they cut down thoſe faithful Confeſſors, 
wherever they met with them; and how like Tygers 


and Wolves, they tore and devoured them. There 


was ſcarce a Province in France, or 'Town in Piedmont, 
but what overflow'd with the Blood of theſe Martyrs; 
at Beziers, no leſs than ſixty thouſand were murther d

at once; ſome were ſtrip d naked, and ſcourg'd to Death, 
others dragg'd thro Streets, and burnt with F ire-brands, | 
ſome thrown down from high Towers and daſh d to 


Pieces; Eighty had their Throats cut by the Direction 


of the Inquiſitor Parza, and then were cut to Pieces, and, 


their Limbs ſet upon Stakes for thirty Miles. 


Sometimes they d fill Barns with Women and young A 
Children, which they ſet Fire to, and conſum d them: 


Sometimes they would take a numberoftimorous Women 


and Children to the Top of high Mountains, and ak 


them, Mpether they would go to Maſs ; Which if they re- 
fus'd, they preſently threw them. down headlong : In 
the Country of the Griſons, unheard. of Cruelties were 
commmited; A Congregation of theſe People met at 


Toll, were a great Number of them butcher'd, at once; 


amongſt whom, an honourable Lady was ſingled out for 
a Convert, and earneſtly exhorted to change her Reli- 

ion; if not for her own ſake, yet for the ſake of the In- 
Lt ſhe had in her Arms, which otherwiſe, ſhou'd im- 
mediately die with her; the Lady anſwer'd with great 
Reſolution, ſhe wou'd rather ſuffer a thouſand Deaths, 
than renounce the faith of the Lord Jeſus ; then unla- 
cing her ſelf, ſaid, Here is the Body which you have' Power 
to kill, but my Soul over which you have no Power, I recom- 
mend to my God; whereupon theſe mercileſs Creatures 
cut her to Pieces; another Man call'd Berto, with like 
Conſtancy, ſtanding to his Religion, was ſet upon an 


Aſs, with his Face to the Tail, and the Tail in his 
Hand for a Bridle, and with all Manner of Scoffs and 
Inſults brought into the Market-place, were they cut 


off his Noſe, Ears, and Cheeks, and burnt Holes in di- 
vers Parts of his Body with hot Irons, repeating; his 
Torments till he died. A noble young Virgin about the 


Tame Time, was carried thro'.the Streets with a Mitre 


of Paper upon her Head, her Face beſmear'd with Dirt, 
and with great Deriſion bid to call upon the Saints; 
bur ſhe ſmiling, ſaid, My Truſt is only in my Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, and en him only willI reſt. Whereupon af=

der they had revil'd and abus d her at pleaſure, they

New a Man and his Wife in one Houſe, where a little 
Child in the Cradle of an amiable Countenance, (that 
ſeem d to plead for their Docs: by ſmiling upon 
them) had the ſame Fate; one of the Ruffians taking it 
by the Heels, and daſhing out its Brains. 

In Piedmont they acted the like Cruelties, there be- 
ing little to be ſeen thro” the Vallies but Towns in 
Flames; the Ground cover d with Men, Women, and 
Children weltring in their Blood. and little heard but 
the Lamentations of a deſpairing People, the Shrieks 
of the tormented, and Groans of the dying. One Sarah 
"7 Vignies, for refuſing. to ſay Ave Maria, they ripd up 
alive, and then trailing her about, cut off her Head; a- 
. > nother they ſtab'd in the Soles of his Feet, and cut off 
his Privities and Ears, and tearing off his Nails with 
burning Pincers, ſear d his Wounds e ores. Can- 
x dles ; and after all, refuſing to renounce his Religion, 
they tyed him to a Mule, and dragged him about the 
Streets, and went on to torture him till he died. One 
ZZ young Woman they ſpitted upon a Pike, and roaſted 
her alive; another they carried upon their Shoulders 
X by a Stake thruſt into her Body, at laſt leaving the 
Stake ſtruck into the Ground, and her a miſerable 
# Spectacle to periſh upon it. Four Brethren,a Man and his 
Wife, had their Mouths cramm'd full of Gun-powder, 
2 which being fir d, their Heads were torn in Pieces, In a- 
nother Place, having ſeiz d eleven Proteſtants, they heat- 
ed a Furnace, and oblig'd them to throw one another 
in. Some they would ſhut up in Rooms, and ſtarve to 
Death. One Peter Roch, they forced to dig his own Grave, 
and having commanded him into it, to try how it wou'd. 
tt him, they buried him alive; and in ſhort, no Methods of 
Cruelty and Torture, found out by the moſt barbarous

ror Ferdinand was impos'd upon them as their King, 
2 contrary to their Laws and Cuſtoms, they refus'd to 
receive him, and reſolv'd upon a Proteſtant Prince, and 
2 accordingly chole Frederick Elector Palatine, Son in Law 
to King James the firſt of England; which gave them a

telling the diſmal Stories of their own Sufferings, and 
the fearful Maſſacres of the poor Engliſh in thoſe Parts 
from whence they came. In a few Days the Rebels ſur- 
prized the Town and Caſtle of Newry, the Fort of Don- 
gannon, Fort Montjoy, Charlemont, and indeed all the 
conſiderable Forts, Caſtles, and Towns in the whole 
Province. The Hiſtorian here obſerves a fatal Confi- 
dence of the Engliſh in their Liſb Neighbours, which 
was the Cauſe they were ſo eaſily over-run in the Nor- 
thern Counties, and ſo ſuddenly ſwallowed up with- 
out Reſiſtance. © Moſt of the Engliſh, 00 
«* ſays * he, having either Iriſh Tenants, * Sir John 
© Servants, or Landlords, Cc. all of Parſons. Pa. 
© em JIriſþ Neighbours, their familiar 40. 
Friends; aſſoon as the Fire broke out, 8 
* and the whole Country began to riſe about them, 
© ſome made Recourſe preſently to their Friends for 
* Prote&ion ; ſome relying upon their Neighbours, o- 
e thers upon their Landlords, others upon their Te- 
* nants and Servants for Preſervation, or at leaſt pre- 
** ſent Safety; and with great Confidence put their 
© Lives, their Wives, their Children, and all they 
had, into their Power. But theſe generally either 
* betrayed them into the Hands of other Rebels, or 
* moſt perfid iouſly deſtroyed them with their own 
© Hands. The Prieſts had now charmed the Triſh, and 
made ſuch Impreſſions on them, as it was held, ac- 
:- cording to the Maxims they had received, a mortal 
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Sin to give any Manner of Relief or Protection to any of 


0 the Engiſo All Bonds and Ties of Faith and Friend- 
** ſhip were now broken; the Viſo Landlords made a 
** Prey of their Engliſh Tenants ; Triſh Tenants and 


* Servants, a Sacrifice of their Engliſh Landlords and 


* Maſters, one Neighbour cruelly murdered by ano- 
© ther; the very Liſb Children in the very Beginning 
* fell to ſtrip and kill Erglih Children, all other Re- 
* lations were cancell'd and laid aſide, and it was now 
eſteem'd a moſt meritorious Work in any of them 
that could by any Means or Ways whatſoever, bring

an Engliſh Man to the Slaughter; a Work not very 


difficult to be compaſs d, as 'Things then ſtood : For 
living promiſcuouſly among the Britiſh in all Parts; 
* and having from their Prieſts receiv'd the Watch- 
* word both for Time and Place, they roſe up, as it 
"** were actuated by one and the ſame Spirit, in all Pla- 
ces of thoſe Counties before-mention'd, at one and 
*© the ſame Point of Time, and ſo in a Moment fell 
upon them, murdering ſome, ftripping others, and 
* expelling others out of their Habitations : This bred 
** ſuch a general Terror and Aſtoniſhment among the 
* Emgliſh, as they knew not what to think, much leſs 
** what to do, or what Way to turn themſelves. Their 
* Servants were kill'd as they were ploughing their 
< Fields, Husbands cut to Pieces in the Preſence of 
* their Wives, their Childrens Brains daſh'd out be- 
fore their Faces; others had all their Goods and Cat- 
** tel ſeiz'd and carried away, their Houſes burnt, their 
* Habitations laid waſte, and all as it were at an In- 
* ſtant, before they could ſuſpect the Trifþ for Enemies, 
or any ways imagine that they had it in their Hearts, 
* or in their Power to offer ſo great Violence, or do 

« ſuch Miſchief unto em.“ | abt 
Such of them as took the Alarm, and ſtood upon 
their Guard, they inſnar'd by a villainous Stratagem 
ofren us'd by them, which was to affure them of their 
Lives and Goods, with ſafe Conduct whither they

pleas' d, confirming their Promiſes ſometimes under 


their Hands and Seals, ſometimes with horrid Oaths 
and Proteſtations; and having thus got them into their 


Power, they left the Soldiers to deſpoil, ſtrip, and mur- 


der them at Pleaſure. Thoſe they ſuffer' d to eſcape 


with their Lives, they ſtripp'd naked (Men, Women 


and Children) and in that miſerable Plight in a moſt 


ſevere cold Seaſon, drove them to the Mountains to 


wander thro' the Woods and Bogs : And if any of 
them found Means but to procure a few Rags to cover 
their Nakedneſs, they were preſently taken ; ha them, 
and none allow'd to give them Entertainment, Shelter, 
or any Kind of Reliei, without incurring heavy Pe- 
nalties : And in this miſerable Condition they fled from 


the Face of their inhumane Enemies to Colrain, Deery, 
and other Northern Ports. Some of them came to Com- 


poſition with their bloody Aſſailants, and gave them 
their Goods, Plate, and Money, for Leave to come up 
to Dublin; theſe had Paſſes from the Chief of the Re- 
bels, and ſo came in Troops thro' the Country. Mr. 


Creighton teſtifies in his Examination, that there paſs'd 
by his Houſe, in one Company, 1400 Perſons, in ano- 


ther 500, and other lefſer Numbers, with nothing but 
a few Cloaths on their Back: Several of theſe, notwith- 
ſtanding their Paſſes, were barbarouſly fallen upon by 
their Enemies ſtripping ſome, wounding others, and 


murdering many. It was depos d, by one that was an 


Eye-witneſs and a Partner in the Suffering (Adam Clo- 
ver of Slonoſy) That thirty Perſons in his Company 


were flain, and about an hundred and fifty cruelly 


* wounded, ſo that Traces of Blood iſſuing from their 


© Wounds, lay upon the Ground for twelve Miles to- 


** gether, and many young Children were left and p--

Tiſh'd by the Way (to the Number of about ſixty) 
* further adding, that {ome of the Rebels vow'd, that 
if any digg d Graves to bury their Children in, the 
* Qhould be buried therein themſelves. So that moll

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Beaſts and Fowls. One poor Woman he ſays he ſaw 


left by the Rebels, ſtripp'd to the Shift, who was ſer 


upon by three 1-;iſþ Women, and four Children, and by 


them ſtripp'd quite naked in a bitter Froſt and Snow, | 


and miſerably beat and tore, inſomuch, that ſhe fell in 
Labour in their Hands, in which Conflict, both Mother 
and Child died. | 

| I 'Theſe were the firſt Fruits of the Re- 
* Sir. P. bellion, ſays the Hiſtorian, which now 


began to ſpread it felf into other Provin- 


ces, having cover'd the Northern Parts of the Kingdom 
with fearful Deſolations: Several Counties within the 


Province of Lemſter join in the Rebellion. Upon the 


12th of Nov. the J/iſh in the County of Y/icklow, fell 
upon the Proteſtants moſt furiouſly with Fire and Sword, 
deſpoiling, robbing, and murdering all the Engliſh with- 
in that Territory; other Counties did the like, as Vex- 
ford, Caterlagh, &c. In the mean time Dublin, the chief 
Sanctuary of the diſtreſſed Proteſtants, was reduc d to no 
ſmall Straits, the Northern Rebels being come down 
in two ſeveral Parties, and with great Forces within 
20 Miles on the one Side, and the Rebels of the Coun- 
ty of WVicklow infeſting it on the other; they were con- 
tinually alarm'd with Rumours of new Devices to ſur- 
prize the Town. The Engliſh fled to them in great 
Companies out of the North, ſtript, and ready to pe- 
Tiſh. ** Many Perſons of good Rank and Quality co- 
* ver'd over with old Rags, and ſome without any o- 

other Covering than a little twiſted Straw to hide

© their Nakedneſs: Wives came lamenting the Mur- 


«& derof their Husbands, Mothers of their Children 
** barbaroufly deſtroyed before their Faces, poor In- 
** tants ready to periſh and pour out their Souls in 
their Mothers Boſom: Some over-wearied with long 
travel, and ſo ſurbated that they came creeping on 
their Knees ; others frozen with Cold, ready to give 
up the Ghoſt in the Streets. Thus was the 'Town 
filled with moſt lamentable Spectables of Sorrow

* wandering up and down the City, deſolate, ſorſa- 
ken, having no Place to lay their Heads on, no 
Clothing to cover their Nakedefs, no Food to fill 
their hungry Bellies. The Churches, Barns, Sta- 
** bles, Cc. were filled with them, yer many lay in 
* the open Streets, others under Stalls, and there moſt 
** miſerably periſh'd. Nay ſo bitter was the Remem- 


** brance, of their former Condition, and fo inſup- 


portable the Burthen of their preſent Calamity to 
many of them, as they even refus'd to be comforted, 
* and to accept eitherof Cloaths or Food when brought 
to them; but in a fort of Diſtraction, lay in their 
* filthy Rags, and even in their own Dung, and lan- 
guiſhed and died. . | 

In the mean while, the moſt cruel Havock is made 
of the poor Proteſtants in other Parts of the Kingdom, 
the Prieſts ſtirring up the People, and encouraging them 
to this barbarous Work, both by Promiſes and Terrors. 
It was depos'd upon Oath, that a certain Prieſt (O-cul- 
lan) told his Auditory at Maſs, that ſuch as died in 


. 


this Quarrel, their Bodies ſhould not be cold, before 


their Souls ſhould aſcend up to Heaven, and that they 
ſhould be free from the Pains of Purgatory. Sometimes 
they threatned them with Purgatory and Hel, and wou'd 
tell them they ſinned mortally, if they ſpar'd the En- 
gliſh; and what with the Conſiderations of another 
World, and the reſpe& they had to Advantage in this, 
the Cut-Throats go on with a Fury that ſeem'd re- 
folv'd toſpare none: They began with burning Houles, 
plundering and ſtripping, but having, as they thought, 
ſufficient Power in their Hands, they fell a butchering 
without any Mercy to Age or Sex. Some particulars 
of their Cruelty, enough to make both the Ears of him 
that hears them Tingle, I ſhall here relate 
from Sir J. Parſons, and in his * Words. * from Pa. 
In the County of Fermanagh Multi- 91. 
** tudes were preſently kill'd in cold 
Blood, ſome taken at the Plough, others as they 
a ” war 
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* ſat peaceably in their own Houſes, others travelling 
upon the Ways, all without any manner of Provo- 
* cation by them given, ſuddenly ſurpriz'd and unex- 
© pecedly cut off. At the Caſtle of 2145 within that 
Country, above 150 Men, Women, and Children, 
* were almoſt all con ſum'd with Fire. At the Caſtile 
« of Moncab, near 100 Britiſh were lain altogether ; 
and the ſame bloody Company of Rebels were no 
ſooner admitted into the Caſtle of Tullab, which was 
deliver'd up into the Hands of Roury Mac-Guire, up- 
on Compoſition, and faithful Promiſes of fair Quar- 
ter, but that within the very Court they began to 
{trip the People, and moſt cruelly put them to the 
Sword, murthering them all without Mercy. At 
Lifſenkeah they hang'd, or otherwiſe kill'd above 
100 Perſons, moſt of them of the Scotifh Nation; for 
after once they had the Engliſh in their Power, they 
* ſpar'd none of them, but us'd all the Scots with as 
much cruelty as they did the Engliſh. This County 
was very well planted by the Britiſh Undertakers, 
and all of them and their Tenants in a very ſhort 
Space, after a moſt horrible Manner quite deſtroy d, 
or utterly baniſh'd from their Habitations. In the 
Counties of Armagh and Tyrone (where the Britiſb 
were much more Numerous, and Sir Phelim O-Neal, 
and his Brother Turlah O-Neal, the Principal Actors) 
the Murders of the Britiſh were much more multipli- 
ed, and committed with greater Cruelty, if it were 
poſſible, than in any other Places. There were four 
Thouſand Perſons drown'd within the ſeveral Parts 
of that Country, according to ſome Relations; the 
Rebels in the moſt barbarous Manner, driving on 
many of thoſe miſerable ſtripp'd Chriſtians unto the 
Place of their Sufferings like Swine ; and if any were 
ſlac k in their Pace, they ſometimes prick'd them 
forwards with their Swords and Pikes, often haſt- 
ening on the reſt, either by killing or wounding ſome 
of their Fellows in the way; Other Companies they

ec carried out under pretencc of giving them ſafe 
Conduct out of rhe Country, and ſo got them to ga 
6c chearfully on, by Vertue of Sir Phelim O-Neal's Pals, 


< untill they come to ſome Place fit for their Execution. 


% And if they drown'd them, then they had ſome pre- 
* pared to ſhoot or knock down with Poles, any ſuch 
as could ſwim, or us'd any other Means to eſcape 
out. 'The Cathedral Church and Town of Armagh 
were burnt, many Towns laid waſte, all the fair 
* Plantations made by the Britiſh Families left deſo- 
late; in ſome Pariſhes two hundred Families mur- 
dred and deſtroy'd ; the whole Country, as it were, 
a common Butchery, and thro' all Parts of it very ma- 
* ny Thouſands periſhed in a ſhort Time by Sword, 
Famine, Fire, Water, andall manner of cruel Deaths, 
that Rage and Malice cou'd invent : But before I 
leave this Subject, I ſhall paſs a little further, and 

out of ſome Examinations 3 upon Oath, Which 
© I have perus'd) preſent a brief Collection of ſome o- 
ther horrid inhumane Cruelties, which I find were 
uſed in the murdering of many poor innocent Souls. 
Jo many, theſe bloody Villians ſhew'd fo much Fa- 
vour, as ſuddenly to diſpatch them out of their Pain, 
© (tho' not allowing them Time to make their Prayers) 
** for others, they held a ſudden Death too eaſy a Pu- 
niſhment ; therefore they f impriſon'd ſome in moſt 
* beaftly Dungeons, full of Dirt and Mire, and there 
* clapping Bolts on their Heels, ſuffer d em to periſh 
at Leiſure; others they barbarouſly mangled, and 
left languiſhing upon the Highways, crying out but 
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+ If any were prevaib'd with to renounce their Religion in hopes cf 


Life, they far'd no better than the Reſt: A few ſuch there were, to 


ſome of whom, after they had been drawn to recant, a Prieſt gave 
the Sacrament, asking them whether it was Chriſt's Body; they an- 
ſwer'd, Yes. He then asked them whether the Pope was the Supreme 
Head of the Church; They ſaid he was. Where upon he told them, 
that they were in a good Faith, and for fear they ſhould fall from it, 
they ſhould die, and fo cany'd their Throats immeadiately to Ov

© Pain; others they buried alive, a manner of Death 
* they us'd to ſeveral Britiſh in ſeveral Places: And in 
** Clownis, in the County of Fermanagh, there were 17 
** Perſons, having been hang'd till they were half Dead, 
** caſt together into a Pit, and being cover'd over with 
"* A little Earth lay pitifully, ſending out moſt lamen- 
table Groans for a good Time after. Some were 
deadly wounded, and fo hang'd up on 'Tenter-hooks. 
Some had Ropes put about their Necks, and ſo drawn 
through the Water. Some had Withs tied to them, 
and ſo drawn up and down through Woods and Bogs. 
Others were hang' d up, and taken down and awe + 
up again ſeveral Times, and all to make em confeſs 
** their Money, which as ſoon as they had told, they 
then diſpatch'd em out of the Way. Others were 
hang'd up by the Arms, upon whom they made the 
Experiment, with their Swords, howmany Blows an 
Engliſb Man wou'd endure before he died. Some had 
** their Bellies ript up, and ſo left with their Guts run- 
ning about their Heels. But this horrid kind of Cruelty 
was principally referv'd by theſe inhumane Monſters, 
for Women, whoſe Sex they neither pitied nor ſpar d; 
hanging up ſeveral Women, many x them great with 
Child, whoſe Bellies they ript up as they hung, and ſo 
* let the little Infants fall out; a Courſe they ordinarily 
took with ſuch as they found in that ſad Condition; and 
{ome- times they gave their Children to Swine; ſome 
the Dogs eat; and ſome taken alive out of their Mo- 
© ther's Bellies, they caſt into Ditches ; ſome had their 
* Brains knockt out; others were trampled under Foot 
to Death. Some they cut in Goblets and Pieces, o- 
thers they ript up Alive : Some were found in the 
Fields f ſucking the Breaſts of their murder'd Mo-

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thers; others lay ſtifled in Vaults and Cellars; O- 


thers ſtarv.d in Caves, crying out to their Mothers; 
rather to ſend em to be killld by the Rebels, than 
ſuffer em to be ſtarv'd there: Multitudes of Men, 
Women, and Children were found drown'd, caſt in- 
to Ditches, Bogs, and Turi-Pits, the Ordinary Se- 
pulchres of the Brity/h Nation. Thouſands died of 
cold and want in all Parts of the Country, being nei- 


ther permitted to depart, nor reliey'd where they 


were forc'd to ſtay. Multitudes were inclos'd iti 


Houtes, which being ſet on Fire, they were m̃oſt

miſerable conſum d. Some were dragg d out of their 
Sick- beds to the Place of Execution; Children en- 
forc'd to carry their aged Parents to the Place de- 


ſign'd for their Slaughter; nay, ſome Children com- 


pell'd moſt unnaturally to be the Executioners of their 
own Parents, Wives to help to hang their Husbands; 
Mothers to caſt their own Children into the Water, 


and yet after theſe enforc'd Acts, which no doubt 


were perform'd out of hopes and Aſſurances to have 
their own Lives ſav d, always murder d. And ſuch 


was the Malice and moſt deteſtable hatred born to 


the Engliſb by the I iſb as they taught Liſb Children 
to kill Eugliſb Children, and the {riſh Women did na- 
turally expreſs as much Cruelty, as the chiefeſt Rebels 


among them. If this be not ſufficient, let us look over 
the particular Ends of ſome particular Perſons, and 


we ſhall in them behold more horrid Cruelties, than 
theſe before mention'd. What ſhall we ſay to 4 


Child boil'd to Death in a Caldron? a Woman hang'd 


on a Tree, and in the Hair of her Head, her own 
Daughter hang'd up with her; a Woman miſerably 
rent and torn to Pieces; ſome taken by the Rebels, 
their Eyes pluck'd out, their Hands cut off, and ſo 
turn'd out to wander ap and down : Others ſton'd 


to Death ; a Man wounded and ſet upright in a Hole 


J 8 digg d in the Earth, and ſo cover d up to the very 


Chin, there left m that miſerable Manner ta periſh : 
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« A Man's Feet held in the Fire till he was burnt to 
© Death, his Wife hang'd ar his Door. A Miniſter 
* ſtripped ſtart naked, and fo driven like a Beaſt thro 
* the Town of Caſhel, the Rebels following and prick- 
ing him forward with Darts and Rapiers. A Com- 
pany of Men, Women, and Children, put into an 
Houſe, and as they were burning, ſome Children 
that made an eſcape out of the Flames, were taken 
by ſome of the Rebels, who ſtood by, and cut them 
into Pieces with Sithes, and ſo caſt them into the 
Fire again: Neither did theſe horrib'e Tortures 
which they pur theſe poor innocent Chriſtians to, a- 
lack their Fury, their Malice towards them did 
not determine with heir Breath: Bur after ſo many 
ſeveral bloody Ways, and cruel Inventions where- 
with they rent their Souls from their wretched Bo- 
dies, even to their dead Carcaſſes in ſome Places they 
denied all manner of Burial; ſome they caſt into 
Ditches, others they left to be devour'd by Dogs 
and Swine, others by Fowls and ravenous Birds ; 
nay, ſeveral which had been formerly buried, they 
* digg 'd up, and left them to putrify above Ground. 
At Portadown-Bridge, above 3oo were drown'd at 
___ ſeveral Times; ſome ſay * 1000; the 
Vid. Dr. Apparitions of which were often ſeen up- 
Maxwel's on the River, ſometimes ſinging of Pſalms, 
Examinat. ſometimes brandiſhing of Swords, crying 
(ſome of them} Vengeance, Vengeance. The 
Truth of which, ſays Dr. Maxwel, was not denied by 
their own Prieſts and Friars, who as often as it was 
_ objected to them by him, replied, that it was but a 
cunning Sleight of the Devil, to hinder this great Work 
of propagating the Catholick Faith, and killing of Here- 
ticks; or that it was wrought by Witchcraft. They 
often made Candles of the Greaſe of thoſe they mur- 
dered : They ripp'd up the Belly of a Scots Man, and 
tying one of his {mall Guts to a Tree, made him go 
round till he had drawn them all out of his Body, ſay- 
43 ing,

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ing, they wou'd try whether a Dog's or a Sts Man's 


Guts were the longer: Some they roaſted alive; ſome 
Women they drown'd in the very Time of their La- 
bour. A Youth having his Back broke, was found in 
the Field, who having, like a Beaſt, eaten all the 
Graſs round him, they remov'd him to a Place of bet-

ter Paſture, and there left him to graze a little longer, 
wißt , +.-7o- * 

And 'ris remarkable with what Pleaſure they acted 
all their Cruelty. They would ſend their Children in 
Troops, arm'd with Rattles and Whips, to beat dead 
Mens Bodies, and threſh off their Privy- members; which 
they did, and return'd in Triumph to their Parents, 
and were rewarded by them for it. Several of them, 
after they had been at this helliſh Work, were heard 


to ſay, It did them much Good to waſh their Hands in the 


Blood of the Proteſtants. When the Caſtle of Liſgoole was 
fired upon the Proteſtants ſhut up in it, the Wretches 
ſeeing the Houſe all in Flames, cry'd out, Oh, how ſweet- 
ly do they fry. Having cut off the Head of Mr. Bingham 
a Miniſter, they ſet it up with others at the Market- 
Croſs of Kilkenny on a Market-day, and flitting his 
Cheek to the Ear, they put a Gag in his Mouth, and 
laid a Leaf of a Bible before him, bidding him preach, 
for his Mouth was wide enough. Some of them boaſt- 
ed of the Sport they had, in putting Fire to the Straw 
which an Exgliſþ Woman, whom they ſtripp'd, ty'd a- 
bout her, ſaying, How bravely the Fire made the Engli(h 
Jade dance. They burn'd ſeveral Proteſtants in a thatch'd 


Houſe, in the Pariſh of Kilmore, and afterwards would 


divert themſelves with imitating their Cries in the 


Flames. It was often their Practice, when they heard 


of any Engliſh Man kill'd by any of the Rebels, to come 


out and ſtab and cut him, one after another, being un- 
willing it ſeems, not to have their Part in the Merit of 


ſuch Work. Sometimes they wou'd take a Pleaſure in 
reckoning up the great Numbers they had ſlaughter'd, 
adding in a boaſting Manner, that the Devil was beholden

to them, for ſending ſo many Souls to him to Hell. Nor did 
they with leſs Malice and Pleaſure triumph over the 
Holy-Bible it ſelf ; They often burnt it when they met 
with it in Proteſtant Families, calling it Hell- Fire. A 
Friar (Malone) cut ſeveral Bibles into Pieces, and caſt 
them into the Fire, ſaying, he would deal in like Man- 
ner with all Proteſtant and Puritan Bibles. * One Slake 
depos'd, that the Rebels took his Bible, and laying it 
open in a puddle of Water, trampled upon it, ſaying : 
A plague on it, this Bible hath bred all the Quarrels, 
c and that he hop'd within a few Weeks all the Bibles 
* in Jeland ſhou'd be us'd in that Way, or worſe, and 
te that none ſnou'd be left in the Kingdom.” ry 
Well, thele are ſome of the Barbarities, and prodigi- 
ous Cruelties of theſe mercileſs Men ſhall J call them, 
or rather, Wolves or Lyb;an Tygers. Bluſh, oh ye Hea- 
vens, and be horribly afraid! *tis a wonder the Sun did 
not hide its Face, the Heavens ſhower down Vengeance 
upon ſuch Monſters, or the Earth open its Mouth, and | 
ſwallow them up! No Heart can conceive the Terrors 
of the poor Sufferers, nor any Words deſcribe the In- 
humanity of their Perſecutors. May the Viſb and Bri- 
tiſh Proteftauts never ſo far forget it, as to betray them- 
ſelves and their Poſterity into the Hands of ſuch fana- 
tick Furies, whole Principles are ſtill the ſame, and will 
not fail to produce the like Practices, when at Liberty. 
The exact Number of the murder'd can't be ſuppos'd | 
certainly known ; we have however particular Liſts of | 
them in ſeveral Counties, printed from the Examinati-| 
ons taken, by Virtue of Commiſſions under the great 
Seal of Treland, Some of which may be met with in 
the Folio Hiſtory of the Jiſß Rebellion, 
Appendix, P. Among the reſt of the Examinations be- 
J09. fore the Commiſſioners, there is one from 
„ | Mr. Hugh Cunningham April 21. 1642. 
who depoſeth, that he was told by a Prieſt, that the | 
Prieſts of every Pariſh in Ulſter, being commanded by | 
Sir Phelim O-Neal to give the Numbers of the Britiſh | 
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Proteſtants kill'd in their Pariſhes ; the Number of Men, 


Women, and Children murder'd there, were an hun- 
dred and five Thouſand. D. Maxwel makes them an 
hundred and fifry Thouſand ; theſe were in the North 
only, beſides the Slaughter made in other Places. Tis 
not poſſible as was ſaid, to be exact in the Number, but 
tis certain, it was very great, and ſeveral have reckon'd, 
that from the Beginning to rhe End of the Rebellion, 
no befs than three. hundred Thouſand were cut off, many of 
them with ſuch Circumſtances of Barbarity, as has

Time, the Work purſued through the King dom, and 


Multitudes of Proteſtants were murthered. 
I NOW paſs to the Paris Maſſacre in the Year 1571. 


Not that this was the only Inſtance of Popiſh Cruel- 


ty in this Part of the World; the ſame Spirit of 
Perſecution having rag'd here as in other Places, the 
Particulars of which may be found in the Hiſtorians of 
that Kingdom. I ſhall mention a few of them as a Taſte. 


In the Beginning of King Hemy the 2d's Reign, among 


others, a Tailor of Paris, was examin'd before the Kin 

and Court ; the Biſhops queſtion'd him about ſeveral 5 
Points of his Faith, in which he anſwered with ſo much 
Judgment and Preſence of Mind, as aſtoniſh'd the King 
and all preſent, and tho' the Nobles taunted and jeer d 
him, as an Heretick, he perſiſted in the Truth with un- 
daunted Courage: When he was brought to Execution, 
he kept his Eyes ſo ſteadfaſtly fix d upon the King, look- 


ing out of a Window to ſee the Execution, that the 


King was out of Countenance, and forc'd to withdraw 
from the Window: and, it ſeems, was ſo ſtruck with 
what he ſaw, that he profeſs'd he tho't the Shadow of 
the Tailor follow'd him where-ever he went, and for 

many 
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many Nights after, was ſo terrify'd with the Tailor's Ct 
Apparition, as he imagin'd it to be, that he proteſted b 
with an Oath, he wou' d never ſee nor hear more of the 0 
Lutherans; but ſoon forgot his Oath. 1 1 
About the ſame. Time one Nicholas Naile, carrying x 
ſome good Books to Paris, was accus'd of Hereſy, and t 
being firſt miſerably rack'd and tortur'd, was condemn'd \ 
to be burnt; when he was brought to the Stake, they « 
put a Gag in bis Mouth, which they ty d with a Rope 
faſten'd ſo hard about his Head, that the Blood guſhed 1 


out of his Mouth, his Body being beſmear'd with Oil 
and Brimſtone ; after the Fire had burnt ſome Time, | 
the Cord broke aſunder, and the Gag falling out of his 
Mouth, he praiſed God in the midſt of the Flames, and 
ſo expir'd. Another (Peter Serre) having been a Prieſt, 
but convinc'd of the abominable Errors he was bred-up 
in, renounc d his Profeſſion, and retiring to Geneva, 
learn'd the Shoe-Makers Trade; and ſome Time after 
coming back to Thoulouſe, to viſit a Brother there, in hope 
of his Converſion, was by Means of bis Brother's Wife, 
brought before the Official and deliver'd to the Judge: 
The Judge asked him what his Occupation was; he an- 
ſwered that of late he had been a Shoe-Maker; the 
Judge asked him what Occupation he had formerly been 
of; he anſwered, he was aſham'd to ſpeak or think of 
his former Occupation, it was ſo. vile; but being urg'd 
to it, ſaid, he had been a Popiſh Prieſt ; which ſo enrag'd 
the Judge, that he commanded him to be degraded, Nis 
Tongue to be cut out, and ſo to be burnt ; He ſtood with 
the utmoſt Compoſure while the Flames were kindling 
upon him, looking towards Heayen, as if he had felt 
no Pain at all; which very much affected the Beholders, 
and one of the Parliament preſent, ſaid, it was not the. 
beſt Way to bring the Lutherans to the Fire, for it would 
do more hurt than Good. About the Year 1560, three 
or four hundred Proteſtants were got together at Paris, 
to receive the Lord's Supper, which the Prieſts hearing 
of, rais'd a Mob, and beſet the Houſe ; Thoſe rage 
cou 
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cou d, fought their Way through the Rabble, the reſt 
being taken, were committed to the Priſon, and ſeveral 
of them executed ; nor did: their: Cruelty end with their 
Death, for to make them the more odious with the Peo- 
ple, the Friars in their Sermons impudently affirm'd, 
that they met to banquet together in the Night; after 
which, putting out their Candles, they proceeded to a- 
dulterous Confuſions one with another. (The very 
fame Scandal that the Pagans of old charg'd on the pri- 
mitive Chriſtians, in their Night-Meetings.) 1 
In the Year 1662, the Duke of Guiſe fer upon a Congre- 
gation of Proteſtants (about two thouſand) whom he found 
aſſembled together in a Barn: The bloody Man call d 
upon his Soldiers to ſhey7 their courage; bidding them 
fall upon them and cut them, all to pieces, which accor- 
dingly was done: Some of the Men climb'd up to the Roof 
of the Barn, hoping to be conceal'd there, but the Sol- 
diers eſpying them ſhot at them, ſo that they fell down 
wounded among them: The | Miniſter continued his 
Diſcourſe till they fired upon him in the Pulpit ; and 
then endeavouring to make his Eſcape, was ſeiz d and 
brought before the Duke, who after ſome rough Saluta- 
tions and Inſults, call'd the Provoſt, and ſaid, take this Var- 
let and hang him upon a Gibbet. At Amiens they Burnt the 
Bible, Pſalm- books, Cc, of the Proteſtants, and deſtroy d 
eat Numbers of People, ſhooting ſome, 8 
and hanging others. Ar Meaux they flew four hundre 
of them, ſparing neither Men, Women, nor Children, 
and cruelly daſhed ſeveral Infants againſt the Wall, com- 
manding ſuch as they did not murder to be rebaptiz'd. 
At Bar they committed the like, and even greater Qut- 
rages ; ſome of the Woman's Breaſts they cut open, and 
pulling out their Hearts, gnawed them like Savage 
Beaſts, expreſſing their great Satisfaction that they had 
taſted of a Hugonot s Heart. They murdered a Miniſter 
at Angers, and many others, burning all the Proteſtant's 
Books they cou'd light of: A fair guilt Bible (found in 
2 Merchants Houſe) they ſtuck on an Halbert, . 
Wi, rie 
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ried in Proceſſion, crying out, Behold Truth hang d, the 
Truth of the Hugonots, the Truth of all the Devils, behold 
the Mighty God will fpeak; and throwing it into the 
River, cry'd; Behold the Truth of all the Devils drown'd. 
In the Year 1562, the Parliament at Paris made a De- 
cree, encouraging and commanding the Catholicks to 
riſe and deſtroy thoſe of the Proteſtant Religion in every 
Place; which occaſion'd many to leave their Callings, 
and betake themſelves to the more agreeable Buſineſs 
of pillaging, robbing, and murdering their Neighbours; 
and horrid was the Barbarity they every where commit- 
ted: Some they flay'd alive, others they buried alive ; 
ſome young Children they roaſted : They pull'd out the 
Eyes of ſome, cut off their Ears and Noſes, and after 
the utmoſt Indignities offer d to C1eitures, made after 
the Image of God, gave their Bodies to the Dogs. At 
Maſcon they ſeiz d a very aged Perſon of great Holineſs 
and Piety, that had been Seventy Years in the Mini- 
ſtry (Mr. Bonnet Bor) As they led him along the Streets 
ſcoffing at him, and inſulting him in the rudeſt Man- 
ner, and ſometimes ſmiting him with the Fiſt, they 
made Proclamation, that whoever wou'd hear this God- 
ly Man preach, muſt come to the Slaughter- houſe; 
where they buffeted him, and abtts'd him for ty {Hours 
together: The good Man underſtanding what was be- 
fore him, requeſted that before his Death he might be 


permitted to pray, upon which a Ruffian ſteps to him, 


and cut eff Part of his Noſe, and one of his Ears, ſay- 
ing, now pray as long as thou wilt, and then we will ſend 
thee to the Devil. And thus they go on, putting offall 
Humanity and Bowels of Mercy, rending and tearing 
theſe poor Creatures, like Wolves and Tygers, and 
treating them, as if they had not been of the ſame Species 
with themſelves. | 


However the Succeſs did not anſwer the Deſign, for 
fill that of the ancient Father was verify'd, the more

they 
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they were oppreſſed, the more they grew ; the Blood of 
the Martyrs was the Seed of the Church : They yet in- 
creas d in many parts of the Kingdom, and were often 
encourag d by Perſons of Rank and Note; particularly, 
in the Reign of Francis II. and Charles IX. when they 
had at the Head of them the Prince of Onde, the King 
of Navar, and the memorable Coligni, Admiral of Fance, 
Oc. Inſomuch that frequent Edicts were procured in 
Favour of the Hugonots, ſuſpending all penal Laws a- 
gainſt them, and ſtopping further Perſecutions: Some- 
times the Proteſtants defended themſelves by Arms, a- 
gainſt the intolerable Oppreſſions of their Enemies, and 
often brought them to Terms. In the Year 1560, a 
little before the Coronation of Charles the IX. an Edict 
was publiſhed from Fontainbleau, prohibiting the mutual 
Reproaches of Papiſts and Hugonots, and impriſoning a- 
ny, or ſearching their Houſes on Account of Religion. 
But after this the Popiſh Party obtain an Edict, forbid- 
ding all Religion, Faith and Doctrine, otherwiſe than 
according to the Church of Rome, and all Aſſemblies of 
Proteſtants, Upon which 12 Miniſters of the Proteſtants, 
as Beza, Peter Martyr, Marloret, Morel, Virel, &c. 
with twenty Deputies of the Proteſtaut Churches, offer 
a Petition to the King for a Conference with the Pre- 
lates, which was accordingly-granted, and managed by 
the foremention'd Miniſters on the one Side, and Car- 
dinal de Lorain, a ſſiſted by Claude Eſpenceus, &c. on the 
other. The whole Court, Princes of the Blood, Coun- 
cil of State, many Cardinals and Prelates, and Gran- 
dees of both Religions, were preſent. 'The Confe- 
rence began Decemb. 1561.but was only deſign d to amuſc 
and inſnare the Proteſtauts, and was manag d according- 
ly : For the Cardinal, after he had diſcours'd upon two 
Points, intreats the King in his Oration to him, to 
continue conſtant in the Religion of his Predeceſſors, 
and oblige the Miniſters to ſubſcribe to that which he 
had deliver'd, before they paſs'd to the other Articles; 
otherwiſe to deny them Audience, and baniſh them

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out of the Realm, which (ſays he) can allow of but one 
Faith, one Lau, one Ring. Beza anſwers the Cardinal, 
and according to the Acknowledgment of his Adverſa- 
ries, maintain'd his Opinion firongly ; but all was to 
no Purpoſe ; they cry loudly out of Hereſy 5 and Laynes 
a Spaniard treated the reform d Miniſters with the Epi- 
thets of Wolves, Monkies, and Serpents. The Con- 
ference being thus fruſtrated, and all Hopes of accom- 
modating Matters loſt, the Proteſtants open their Meet- 
ings, and exereiſe their Religion according to the Li- 
berties granted by ſeveral Edicts in their Behalf; which 
the Papiſts not brooking, fall upon them, and murder 
great Numbers: And this, as fome Hiſtorians deliver

kindling, and occaſion'd many Battles fought with dif-

_ Frequent Interruption was given to theſe Wars, by 
Treaties, Pacifications, and Edicts, but all ſubject to 
the Interpretation of a Popifh Conſcience (as the Pro- 
zeſtants found to their Coſt) 3. e. to be obſerw d {ſo far, 
and ſo long only as their Intereſt and Convenience re- 
quired. And in this State Things continued ſeveral 
Years, the Papiſts ſometimes maſſacring and murder- 
ing the Proteſtants ; the Proteſtants on the 'other Hand 
ſanding up in their Defence, ſometimes worſt their E- 
nemies, and by their Sword defend their Altars; till 
at laſt theſe-inrag'd implacable Men have Recourſe to 
a Stratagem, infamous to the higheſt Degree, (viz.) the 
Maſſacre of 1571. of which Jam to give the Reader

The Contrivance in ſhort was, to get the Chief of 
the Proteſtants to Paris, and there to cut them off, and ſo 
proceed to deſtroy the reſt in other Places: To accom- 
pliſn which Peſign, the Court changes its Guiſe, and 
puts on a Face of Mildneſs and Gentlenefs towards 
the Proteſtants ; publickly acting in many Particulars 
in Favour of them. Preſently the Admiral Coligni, is 
Invited to Court, being amus'd and prepar'd to take 
the

Manner, the King calling him Father ; proteſting he ne- 
ver law a more deſirable day than that, which would 


end all his Troubles, and ſettle a firm Peace in the 
Nation; adding, that he did not deſire the Marriage 
ſo much for it lelf, as it was a Bond and Knot between 
him and the Proteſtants, - and that he gave his Siſter in 
Marriage, not to the King of Navar only, but to all the Pro- 
teſtant Churches, to join them in one indifſoluble Union, The 
Queen-Mother acts the ſame diſſembling Part, declaring 


that ſhe deſired nothing more, than that a Peace ſhould 


be concluded upon equal Conditions, and the memory 
of former Matters blotted out: At the ſame Time the 
King ordered the Admiral 100 thouſand Crowns out 
of the Treaſury, to recompenſe the Loſs he had ſu- 
ſtain'd in the Wars, and gave him the Houſhould- 
Goods and Furniture of the Cardinal his Brother, and 
his Revenue for a Year; All whlch was done with ſuch 
an Air, that not only the Court began to murmur, and 
the common People to cry. out, the King was in the 
high Way to Hugonotiſm; but even the Guiſes themſelves, 
Chief in the Iutrigue, began to ſuſpect | 
the King ſhou'd turn all his Diſſimulati- Hiſtory of 
on into a Storm, that might ar laſt fall France.

In the mean while ſeveral of the Proteſtants ſuſpected 
Treachery at the Bottom, and warn'd the Admiral 
of the Danger they 133 he was in, and wou'd

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have had him withdraw himſelf. Whilſt at Paris, he 
receiv d a Letter to this Effect. Remember, ſays the 
Letter-writer, the Popiſh Maxim confirm'd by the 
* Authority of Councils, that Faith is not to be kept 
* with Hereticks : Remember the implacable Spirits of 
** the Papiſts at this Time, irritated by the laſt Wars. 
There is no doubt tis the fix'd Purpoſe of the Queen 
* to deſtroy the Proteſtants by any Means whatever: 
* Conſider ſhe is an /ralian, of a crafty Wit, born of 
the Progeny of Popes, who contrives all extreme 
Things againſt her Enemies. Remember in what 
School the King hath been brought up from his 
Childhood; how he hath been taught to ſwear and 
* forſwear, to pollute himſelf with Whoredoms and 
© Adulteries; to compoſe his Countenance to counter- 
* ſeit Faith and Religion: How he has been accuſtom- 
ed to Cruelty and Blood ſhed : How he hath been 
* taught not to ſuffer above one Religion in his King- 
dom: How it hath been whiſpered in his Ears, that

* to whom ſhe anſwered, that he had begun well, but 
* would profit little unleſs he went on; but I (ſays he |

“Court and City, as out of a moſt impure Sink.” But 
this prudent and ſeaſonable Caution was not effe&ual 
with the good Admiral; who declared there was no 
Place left for any more Suſpicions ; that he was verily 
perſyraded that ſo great Perfidiouſneſs could not enter 
into the Heart of ſo good a King; that the King had 
lately entered into a League with the Queen of Eng- 
land (Elizabeth) and endeavoured to do the ſame with. 
the Proteſtant Princes of Germany; which ſufficiently 
ſhewed how he ſtood affected to the Proteſtants, Thus 
fatflly ſecure was this Great, and (in other Things) 
prudent Man.

The Admiral being fully ſatisfied with the Sincerity 
of their Pretences, the Queen of Navar comes to Court 
to prepare for her Son's Marriage, but died in a few 
Days (it was ſuppos'd by Poiſon) However, the Mar- 
riage proceeds, and was publickly celebrated Auguſt 18, 
between the King of Navar, and the Lady Margaret, 
on a Scaffold before the great Church of Paris, in ſight 
of the People, the Cardinal of Bourbon, the King of 
 Navar's Uncle, performing the Marriage Ceremonies : 
Three Days were ſpent in feaſting, dancing, and all 
Demonſtrations of Joy, ſuitable to ſo great an Occaſion, 
and with ſuch a Mixture of Proteſtants and Papiſts, that 
had not of a long Time been ſeen in France ; who now 
ſeem'd to embrace with ſo much Freedom and Affection, 
as if all former Enmities were to be buried for ever, 
or rather, as if there had never been any between them. 
All this While their main Deſign goes on; and the 
Queen, with the Duke of Anjou, and the Guiſes, con- 
trives the Murder of the Admiral; and for that Pur- 
poſe employs one Morevil (the Aſſaſſin of | 
the Lord Mouy) who ſhot him as he was Aug. 22. 
coming from Court, reading a Petition, 8 
with divers Noblemen and Gentlemen with him: One 
Bullet took off the Fore- finger of his Right-hand ; and 
another lodged in his Right-arm: The Admiral feel- 
. ing 
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ing himſelf ſhot, ſhow'd great Compoſure and Preſence 
of Mind; and without changing Countenance, only 
faid, - I. came thro' yonder Window, + what Treachery is 
there? The Door of the Houſe, from whence the Bullet 
was ſuſpected to come, was immediately broke open; 
where they found the Gun that did the Execution, which 
they underſtood upon Examination was brought thither, 
the Day befpre, by - Chally, Steward of the King's 
Houſe, and a Retainer to the Duke of Guiſe ; but the. 
Aſſaſſin had made his Eſcape ' upon à Saniſb Jenner, 
provided at the Back-door for that Purpoſe. The 
King was playing at Tennis with the Duke of Guiſe, 
when the News was brought him, which he preſently 
left, ſeeming to be enrag'd at the Villany, and ſwear- 
ing to the Admiral's Friends, the Author ſhou'd receive 
exemplary Puniſhment ; and accordingly he caus'd the 
Gates of the City to be ſhut : At Afternoon the King 
went to viſit the Admiral, and with many Oaths and 
Proteſtations, aſſur'd him of his Affection to him and 
the Proteſtants, and Care for his and their Safety, and 
ſwore by God's Death, he wou'd fo puniſh the wicked 
Deed, as that the Memory of it ſhou'd remain to all 
Poſterity. The King of Navar, the Prince of Conde 
and others complain of the Fact to the King, and deſire 
Leave to withdraw from Paris, but were prevail'd with 
to ſtay upon the King's Declarations, how much he ab- 
horr'd it, and his Aſſurances of their Safety. How- 
ever, ſome of the Admiral's Friends were not eaſy, 
but preſt him earneſtly to retire to Chaſtilion ; which the 
Court hearing of, conſult about haſtening the Maſſacre | 
all they could ; and the great Managers, the Dukes of | 
Guiſe and Anjou forthwith got a Catalogue of the Pro- 
teſtants in the City: Abundance of Arms were ſent to 
the Lovure, and many Papiſts arm'd; which ſtruck the 
Proteſtants with Terror, and put them upon contriving, 
if poſſible, their own Safety, and deſiring a Guard for 
the Admiral in particular; but the Admiral wou'd not 
hearken to them, reſolving to rely on the King's Wen

and Promiſes,confirm'd by ſo many Oaths: In the Even- 
ing Auguſt 23d, the Duke of Guiſe ſent for the Cap- 
tains of the Popiſh Swiſſers, ſhew'd them his Commiſſion 
to cut off the Admiral and the Reſt of the Hugonots, 
exhorting them to do the Work efftectually. ** The 
* Hour is come, ſays he, wherein by the King's Com- 
mand, Puniſhments are to be inflicted upon the 
*. Head, and upon the whole Party of the Rebels; 
that the Beaſt was caught and intangled in the Net, 
and therefore: they ſhou'd do their Endeavour he 
might not eſcape : Be not wanting therefore to ſo fit 
an Occaſion of carrying Home a moſt glorious Tri- 
* umph, over the Enemies of the Kingdom. At Mid- 
night the Sheriffs and Captains of every Ward, had the 


ſame Orders given them, with Aſſurance that the like 
ſhou d be executed upon the Proteſtants thro' all Fance; 


The Signal he told them ſhou'd be, the ringing of the 
great Bell at the Palace, and that all imploy' d ſhou' d 
wear a white Scarf on the left Arm, and a Croſs of the 

ſame on their Hats. At Midnight the Bell rung, and 
the Duke of Guiſe haſtens with his Attendants to the 
Admiral's Lodgings, and knocking at the Door, pre- 


tends a Command from the King to ſpeak with the 


Admiral; the Door being open d by Laban, whom they 


immediately ſtabb'd, they ruſh'de in; and preſs-d.to- 


wards the Admiral's Apartment; the Admiral hearing 
the Noiſe, and apprehending he Treachery, got out of 


(in; which Montieur Mechlin his Chaplain aſſiſted him) 


he ſaid: to his Company; tis long ſince J prepar d my 


ſelf to die, ſave you ſelves if poffible, for you cannot 
ſave my Life, which: he ſpoke without the leaſt Change 
of Countenance, or Appearance of Concern. Thuanus 
relates the Matter thus. © I perceive what is doing; 
I was never afraid of Death, and am ready to un- 
* dergo it patiently; I bleſs God, 1 ſhall die in the 
Lord; I now need no longer the Help of Man; you 


© therefore my Friends, get you hence, leaſt you be in-

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© yolvd in my Calamity.” Accordingly the Miniſter 
(Mr. Mecklin) and the Reſt of his Artendants made 
their Eſcape to the Top of the Houſe, and ſome got 
out of the Window, and ſav d their Lives: Preſently 
ſeven or eight broke into the Admiral's Chamber, and 
one of them ( Beheme, a German) ſet his naked Sword to 
his Breaſt, ſaying, are you the Admiral? He anſwer d, 
I am fo called; adding, Young Man thou oughteſt 
to conſider my hoary Head and ' preſent Infirmity ; 
< but do what you will, you can't much ſhorten my 
Life; the Wretch blaſpheming God, ſtabb'd him; 
Goſſen, Atinius, and others fell upon him, one ſhooting 
him with a Piſtol, another wounding him 1n the Thigh, 
ſo that he lay gaſping and ready to expire. The Duke 
of Guiſe cry d from below, © Is the Buſineſs done ? 
“ 'They anſwer'd yes; the Duke reply'd, our Cheva- 
© lier (Engoliſm the King's baſtard Brother) will not 
believe, unleſs he ſee it, therefore throw him out of 
* the Window, which they did ; whereupon Engoliſm 
wiping his bloody Face with his Handkerchief, ſaid, 
now I know tis he, and then kick'd him in the Face, 
(tho' others ſay the Duke of Guiſe kick d him.) The 
Admiral being made the firſt Sacrifice, as was intended, 
the Duke and his Retinue of Murderers go into the 
Street, crying, Arm, arm, we have good Succeſs, 
* and an happy Beginning, let us now proceed to the 
© Reſt; tis the King's Command; which he often re- 
© peated, this is the King's Command, this is his Will, 
* this is his expreſs Pleaſure, therefore Courage my 
Fellows: And thus animated they fly upon their 
Prey with theEagerneſs of ravenous Beaſts : 'The Lords 
and Gentlemen, that lodg'd near the Admiral, were all 
murdered, as were the Attendants of the King of Na- 
var, and Prince of Conde, in the King's Palace, and 
indeed all the Proteſtants through the City and Suburbs ; 
nothing being heard bur the Noiſe of Horſes and Arms, 
Guns and Piſtols, mingled with the doleful Shrieks 
and Lamentations of Men, Women and Children, in 
yain 
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vain crying for Mercy; fo that that Night, and the two 
next Days, about ten Thouſand were butchered in Pa- 
ris 3 among whom were five hundred Barons, Knights, 
Gentlemen and Ladies, that came from all Parts en 
Occaſion of the Marriage. 
| been'thrown out of the Window, they cut off his Head, 
and ſent it to the King and Queen-mother, who tranſ- 


mitted it to Rome, as a grateful Preſent to the Pope. 


The Rabble at the ſame Time cut off his Hands and 
Privy-Members, dragged his mangled Body through 
the Streets, beſmeared with Dirt and Blood for three 
Days together ; and afterward hung up his Body.by 
the Feet at the common Gallows. The Pope, upon hear- 
ing the News of the Maſſacre, and receiving the Pre- 
ſent of the Admiral's Head, appointed a publick 
Thankſgiving, and cauſed Te Deum to be ſang in the 
Church of St. Lewis; and to ſhew his hearty Liking of 


the Work, publiſhed a Bull of extraordinary Indulgen- 
ces to all ſuch, as ſhould pray for Aſſiſtance to the King 


and Kingdom of France, for rooting out Hereſy; and at 
the ſame Time ordered a Medal to be coined, on the 
one Side of which was himſelf, on the other the Repre- 
ſentation of the Maſſacre, with this Inſcription, Hugo- 
notorum Strages ; the Slaughter of the Hugonots, Thus did 
the pretended Vicar'of Chriſt triumph in a Piece of 


barbarous Villany, that many a Heathen would have 


bluſhed at! e 

In that helliſh Aſſembly, here this bloody Maſſacre 
was concluded on, it was debated whether the King of 
Navar, and the Prince of Conde ſhould not periſh with 
the Reſt. The Duke of Guiſe pleaded for it; but o- 
thers argued, how abominable it would be to deſtroy two 


young Princes of the Blood, in the Flower of their Age, 
and one of them in the Embraces of his young Bride, 
and the King's own Siſter: So it was concluded, that 


they ſhould be threatned with Death,and all Manner of

King commanding them to be brought into his Preſence,

* would ſave their Lires, they muſt now turn Catho- 
* licks; for he was reſolved to have but one Religion 
in his Kingdom.“ Upon which the two Confeſlors

ſes, and ſolemn Vows and Proteſtations, that they 
ſhould have che free Exercife of, their Religion; ad- 
ding, that he might do what he pleaſed with their Bo- 
dies and Eſtates, but their Souls were in the Hands of 
God, that they were reſolved to remain ſtedfaſt in 
their Religion, though with the Loſs of their Lives; 
which Antwer ſo inrag'd the King, that he called the 
Prince of Conde a Rebel, and the Son of a Rebel; threat- 
ning that if within three Pays he did not obey his 
Command, he ſhould die forlit; and then with 4. furi-

The King and his Confidents apprehending their 
Work was not yet fully done, and that this Severity 
might ſtir up the Pruteſtauts, in other Parts of the King+ 
dom, to take Revenge, reſolved upon a general Maſſa- 
cre; and therefore having, for a little Amuſement; firſt 
diſowned by Letter any Hard in the Admirals Death, 
and Blood-ſhed at Paris, thtowing the Odium of it up- 
on the Guiſes, and promiſing to maintain the Edict of 
Pacification, He writes to the Governours of 'Towns and 


Provinces; with expreſs Command to fall upon the Pro- 


teſtauts and deſtroy them; which accordingly they did 
with incredible Fury, at Meauæ, Troys, Orleans, Lyons, 
Tholouſe, Bourdeaux, Angiers, cc. 
At Aſeaux, the King's Letters came to his Attorney 
(C Set) who preſently gathered his Forces together, and 


at ſeven a Clock at Night they began to execute the 


King's Conmands, and their own Rage upon the Pro-

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teſtants, killing and ſlaughtering all Night. The next 


Day they ſearched their Houſes, and took above 100

The Advocate: fiſeal proſecutes the Priſo- 
ner, with his utmoſt Skill and Diligence, to convict him 
of Hereſy: The Treaſurer has the Goods and Eſtate of the 
Priſoner put into his Hand, when apprehended; the Fa- 
miliars are the Bailiffs of the Inquiſition, whoſe Office is 
eſteem' d ſo great an Honour that there is not a Nobleman 
in Portugal but is ready to be imploy'd in it; and indeed e- 
very Office belonging to this holy Houſe (as they call it) 
has the ſame Indulgences granted to it by the Pope, as 
wasgranted by the Lateran Council, to thoſe that defend- 
ed the Holy-land ; viz. full Pardon of all Sin, and an 
higher Degree in Heaven. The Inquiſitors and all their 
Officers take an Oath, not to diſcover to any 
Perſon whatever, what 1s done within the. Walls of the 
Inquiſition; nor is any Thing more ſeverelly puniſh'd 
than the Violation of this Oath ; whereby they-provide 
effectually for the Concealment of their Villany from 
the World; and that they may not want 
Employment, they oblige all perſons to Ged. Þbid. 
inform, that can do it; to which Purpoſe + Pa. 427. 
they publiſh their Edicts in the following Terms.

, and if he don't anſwer according to their 
Progreſs of mind, they command the Prifonce (Man 
or Woman) to be ſtript naked and hoiſted 
up (as mention'd before) on the Pully, 
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having great Bolts on his heels: And whilit.the poor, 
Creature hangs in this Manner, they are buſie in 
exhorting him to confeſs; then they command him to 
be hoiſted higher, and after a while to be let down, 
and twice as much weight to be faſtened to his Feet, 
ordering the Executioner to let him down, and hoiſt 
him up with a ſirk, at which if he cry out by rea- 
ſon of the Exquiſite pain it occaſions, they roar out 
as loud, and tell him, if he does not confeſs the truth, 


he ſhall come down with a Vengeance: After this they bid 


the Hangman let him down half the way, and give him 
the Strapado; if he remain conſtant they add more 
weight to his heels, and the miſerable Creature half 
dead and all his Bones out of Joint, is hoiſted up the 


third time, they railing at him all the While; calling. 


him Dog, Heretick, &c. telling him he's there like to 
make his End. And after all this (which laſts uſually 
three Hours) they ask the Goãler, for the greater Ter- 
ror of the Priſoner, whether his other Torments are 
ready? The Goaler anſwers, they are ready, but he 
hath not brought them with him; they bid him bring 
them to Morrow; for, ſay they, we will try other 
Methods to get Truth out of this Fellow; and 
turnivg themſelves to the Priſoner lying in a moſt miſera- 


ble Plight, ** Sirrah, ſay they, how like you this? have 


cc 


vou enough of it yet? Well, fee that you call your 
” Wits to you againſt to Morrow, or look to die then. 
* For what you Fate felt is but a Flea-biting in Com- 
© pariſon to what is Behind.” Sometimes they add a- 


nother Kind of Torture that they call the Aſelli, which 
is by a Piece of 'Timberhollow'd at Top like a Trough,

about. the Middle whereof, is a ſharp Bar going croſs: 
On this they lay the Party naked, his Arms, "Thighs 
and Legs bound with ſmall Cords, and wrefted till the 


Cords pierce to the very Bone ; and here they torment” 
him in an expreſlible Manner, and by ſundry Devices 
till he's almoſt ready to expire. Sometimes they ſet 
a Pan of burning Charcoal under the Soles of the Pri- 


ſoners Feet, when they go to the Rack. If they can't

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by ſuch Methods bring them to confeſs, they ſend to 
Priſon to them a fit Tool to inſnare them, whom they 
call a Hie. He pretends to ſuffer for the Tame Catife 
with them, and talking to them for their Comfort tit 
Religion, ſometimes gets out of them Matter of Acct- 
ſation, which he improves as his Maſters difect.

Benitoes, and ſome without, according to the Nature of 
their Crimes; they are all in black Coats without 
Sleeves, and bare-footed, with a Wax-candle in their 
Hands. Next come the Penztents, who have narrowly 
eſcaped being burnt, who over their black Coat have 
Flames painted, with their Points turn'd down-wards, 
to ſignify they have been ſaved, but ſo as by Fire; this 
Habit is call'd by the Portugueze, Feugorevolty, or Flames 
turn'd upſide down. Next come the Negative and Re- 
lapſed, that are to be burnt, with Flames upon their 
Habit pointing upwards. And next come thoſe that 
profeſs Doctrines contrary to the Roman Church; and 
who beſides Flames on their Habit pointing upwards, 
have their Picture, which is drawn two or three Days 


before, upon their Breaſts, with Dogs, Serpents, and 


Devils ; and all painted with open Mouths abour it. 
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- Peta, a fam ampus Spaniſh Inquiſitor, calls

HAaculum, and ſo it is in Truth; there be- * 
ing ſomethin in the Looks of all the Pri- x 
foflers, beſides thoſe that are to be burnt, that is gel 
and diſtonſolate beyond what can be imagin'd; and itt 
the Countenafice of thoſe that are wag — there is 
fomething that looks fierce and eager. 

Th he Phildter that are to be burnt ative, beſides 4

After the Priſbners, comes a Troop of Pamiliatwott 


Horſeback, and after them the Inquiſitors and other

the Inquifitor General upon a white Horſe led by 
4 Man, with a black Hat, and a green Hatband; and 
attended by all the Nobles, that are not employ d as 
Familiars in the Proceffion. 1 


In the Terreiro de Paco (which may be as far from the 


Inquiſition, as Mhitehaſ is from Temple-Bar) there is a 
Scaffold erected, which may hold 2 of 3 thouſand Peo- 
ple; at the one End fit the Inquiſitors, and at the o- 
ther End the Priſoners; and in the ſame Order as they 
walked in the Proceſſion : : Thoſe, that are to be burnt 
being ſeated on the higheſt Benches behind the Reſt, 
which may be ten Foot abore the Floor of the Scaffold. 
. ger. ſome Prayers and a Sermon, which is made 
of Encomiums of the Inquiſition, and Invectives a- 
, inſt 'Hereticks, a ſecular Prieſt aſcends the Desk, which 


ſtands near the middle of the Scaffold; who having firſt 


taken all the Abjurations of the Penitents ; ; who kneel 


before him one by one in the ſame Order they walk d 


in the Proceſſion; at laſt recites the final Sentence of

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* There was an ancient Canon inthe primitive Church, forbidding 
the Clergy to have any Hand in the Blood:ot any Perſon whatever; 
out of Regard to which theſe wretched Diſſemblers pretend to debre, 
that the Life of their Priſoners may be ſav'd : And on the ſame Accqunt 
I ſuppoſe tis, that the Biſhops in England don't vote in Capital Cauſes. 
How little this Canon has been obſerv'd by latter Eccleſiaſticks, not- 
- withſtanding this Sham of the Inquiſitors, is known to the World. It 
mayn't be unacceptable to the Reader, to give ſome Hints concerning 
this Matter; which will let him ſee not only the Riſe and Progreſs, of 
Sanguinary Laws in the Affairs of Religion; when they were brought 

into England particularly; but when and how the Clergy came to 
| Have an Hand in them. I ſhall borrow the Account chiefly from the 
late Biſhop of Sarum. The primitive Church, ſays he, tho' ready e- 
nough to paſs Anathematiſms on every thing they judg'd Hereſte, 
yet all Capital Proceedings againſt Herefte they condemn'd; W 
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Dr. Geddes juſtly obſerves here, there is not in all 
Hiſtory an Inſtance of ſo groſs and confident mockery 


of God and the World, as this of the Inquiſitors, be- 
ſeeching the Magiſtrate not to touch the Life of the Con- 


demn d. For why, ſays he, do they teach that Hereticks 
of all others ought to be puniſhed with Death? why do 
they deliver their Priſoners to the Magiſtrates in Coats 
painted over with Flames? Why do they never cenſure 
the Secular Magiſtrate's neglect of their Petition, fo 
as always to burn thoſe the Inquiſition put into their 


Hands within an Hour or two? And why don't they 
ſheiy ſome of the Mercy they pretend to plead for, at 


Rome 
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that when two Bilhops proſecuted Priſcillian and his Followers be- 


fore the Emperor Maximus, upon which they were put to Death; 
their Zeal was generally fo blam'd, that many retus'd to hold Com- 


munion with them; and tho' the Roman Emperors made many Laws 


againſt Hereticks, excluding them from the Privileges of other Sub- 


jects (ſuch as making wills and receiving Legacies) and particularly 
ſentencing the Manichees to Death, yet the Chriſtlans ſcrupled to de- 
fire the Execution of theſe Laws: At length the Donatifts growing 
intolerable, they conſented to the inferior Penalties (of fining, ba- 
niſhing, c.) but ſtill condemn'd taking away their Lives. In the 
6th Century, Juſtin the I. order'd the Tongue of Severus to be cut 
out; which was the fiſt Inſtance of Severity towards Mens Bodies 


wich the Church Jet paſs without Cenſure. In the 8th Century, Fuſtini- 
a4 n II. bur nt all the Manichees in Armenta; and in the End of the 11th 


Century, the Bigomili were condemn'd to be burnt by the Patriarch and 
Council of Conſtantinople. In the 12 and 13th Centuries, Dominick 
and his Brethren-Preacbers perfwaded the civil Magiſtrate in France 
to aſſiſt them in ſilencing the Lioniſts, by burning them as obſtinate 
Hereticks; and adds my Author, that they might, do this by Law, 


the Council of Lateran decreed, that all Hereticks ſhou'd be deliver'd 


up to the ſecular Power to be extirpated, meaning ( tho! the y tho'r. 
not fit to ſpeak out) that they ſhou'd be burnt ; which was the Death 
they made uſe of, becauſe Witches, Wizards, and Sodomites had been 
ſo executed : And they tho'tthe Puniſhment wou'd appear the more ter- 
rible, as carrying in it a Reſemblince of everlaſting Burning, to which 
they adjudged the Souls of the Hereticks; confidently affirming to 
the People, their decrees were ratified in Heaven, by Virtue of that 
of our Saviour, Whoſe Sins ye bind on Earth, are bound in Heaven, It 
was in Wickliff's Time this bloody Decree began to be executed in 
England. In the 5th of Richard the II. a Sort of a Law was made a- 
gainſt him and his Followers; and in the ſecond of his Succeſſor, Hen- 
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Rome, where the civil and Eccleſiaſtical Poyer is lodg'd 
ian the ſame Hand ? but indeed the whole is. the moſt 
flagrant Hypocriſie; they aiming at nothing leſs than 
the preſent and immediate Death of the unhappy Crea- 
tures they have been teazing ſo long, (and as it were 
killing over and over again) nor delighting in any thing 
r... CCC 
When the Priſoners are in Cuſtody of the Civil Ma- 
giſtrate they are forthwith loaded with Chains and be- 
ing carried into the ſecular Jail, are in an Hour or two 
drought before the Lord Chief Juſtice ; who without 
knowing ane Word of their particular Crimes, or the 
Evidence againſt them, asks them one by one in what 
Religion they intend to die : If they anſwer, in the Ro- 
miſh Religion, they are ſentenc'd to be carried to the 
Place of Execution, and there to be firſt ſtrangled, and 
then burnt to Aſhes. But if they ſay, they'll die in 
any other Faith, they are ſentenc'd to be burnt Alive: 
And when any of them refuſe to be reconciled to the 
Church of Rome, at the Place of Suffering, which the 
Jeſuits labour to bring them to, they declare, at part- 
ing with them, That they leave them to the Devil, 
ce who is ſtanding at their Elbow to receive their Souls, 
e and carry them with him to the Flames of Hell, as 


a 
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ry IV. a more . Law paſs'd, diz. That none ſhou'd preach any 
Doctrine contrary to the Catholic Faith, or Determinations of the 
holy Church, and that none ſhou'd tavour and abet them (ſuch Prea- 
chers) nor keep their Books; and if any were convicted for acting a- 
gainſt that Ordinance, they were to be left to the ſecular Court ac- 
cording to the holy Canons, and the Mayors, Sheriffs, and Bailiff, 
were 00 be pre ſent at paſſing the Sentence, if required by the Dinceſan 
or his Commiſſioners; and after the Sentence, they were to receive 
them, and them before the People in an high Place do to he brent; 
and now was iſſued out the Writ de Hœretico, Comburendo. In the 
next Reign a yet ſeverer Act was made againſt the Hereticks, call'd 
Lollards; by which Act, Officers of State, Judges, Juſtices of the 
Peace, Mayors, & . were {worn to uſe their whole Power to deſtroy 
them: And how the Matter ſtands, at this Day, the holy Court of 
Inquiſition is a ſufficient Evidence, where theſe Men meet on Purpoſe 
rhe — Blood, with the ancient Cannon ſtaring them in the Face, 
Which they mock whilſt they pretend to do it Reverence, 
g oe. « ſoon 
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© ſoon as thev are out of their Bodies.” Upon this 
a great ſhout is made; and aſſoon as the Jeſuits are 
off the Ladders, the cry is, Let the Dog's Beards be made, 
let the Dogs Beards be made; which is done by thruſting 
flaming Furzes, faſtened to a long Pole, againſt their 


Faces; which inhumanity is continued till their Faces 


are burnt to a Coal, and is always accompanied with 
ſuch Acclamations of Joy, as are not to be heard on 

other Occaſions; a Bull-Feaſt (ſays my Author) or 
Farce, being a dull Entertainment to this inhumane 
Treatment of an Heretick. Within a few Days after 
the Execution, the Pictures of all that have been burnt, 
are hung up in St. Domingo's Church, whoſe Weſt End, 
tho' very High, is all cover'd with theſe Trophies of 
the Inquiſition ; hung up there in Honour to Dominic, 
the firſt Inventor of the Horrid and Infamous Court 
of Inquiſition; and in which he remarkably fulfill'd 
his Mother's Dream, who when ſhe was ready to be 
brought to Bed of him, dream'd ſhe was deliver'd not of 
a human Creature, but of à fierce Dog, with a burning 
Torch in his Mouth, .

The Miſeries of a Popiſh Government, particularly 
of that of the Pretender, ſhou'd. theſe Nations be

| ND thus I have brought the Account as far asI 
intended, and leave the Reader to ſuch Reflecti- 
ons as he ſees Proper; not doubting but, if he 


have any thing of the Spirit of a Chriſtian, of a Pro- 


teſtant, a Briton, or (I had almoſt ſaid) of a Man, his 
Indignation will riſe within him, not only againſt the 


Actors in theſe inhumane 'Tragedies, but againſt thoſe 


that wou'd ſubje& their Native Country to the like 
Calamities; and open in it ſo Black and Bloody a Scene: 
” MN I mean 
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I mean ſuch as wou'd ſet vp the Claim of a Popiſh Pre- 
tender and Impoſtor. Reader view what has been 
faid, and think with thy ſelf, as juſtly thou may'ſt, 
that one half has not been told thee, nay, that this is 
not the hundreth Part of what is true; and yet this, 
or ſomething as bad, will be the Portion of our Cup, 
if ever Britain yield to the Pretender. Popery in its bare 
ſelf is bad enough, without any thing to inflame it, and 
make its fiery Zeal burn the fiercer; but Popery return- 


ing to Britain under the Conduct of the Pretender, a 
Pupil of France and Rome, will have many Terrible In- 


gredients in it. There will be a * Revenge for for- 
mer Injuries; a Demand of vaſt Arrears due (as we 
ſhall ſoon be told) both to St. Peter's Patrimony, and 


to thoſe that have ventur'd fo much in the Chevalier's 
Cauſe, and ſubſiſted him at ſo great Expence ; we ſhall 


often hear to our Coſt the Memento the late French 
King gave him, upon his deſign'd Invaſion (Anno 1708) 


when he prefented him with a Sword, Remember, ſays 


he, if you prove ſucceſsful, 'tis a French Sword : Whether 


it be a French, a Swediſh, a Spaniſh, or Italian Sword, to 


be ſure if it prevail, as our Blood muſt ſatiate it, ſo our 
Treaſures mult pay for it. In ſhort, Popery with all 
the Circumſtances that wou d attend it, in the Hands 


of a ſoure, Saturnine, revengeful Bigot (and ſuch is 


the Pretender in his natural Temper, known to be) wou'd 
be ſevenfold more Popery, than in its abſtra& ſelf ; and 
ſhou'd it break in amongſt us (which GOD forbid) 
we might expect a freſh Accompliſhment of what was 
ſpoke concerning Jeruſalem of old, then ſhall be great 
Tribulation, ſuch as was not from the Beginning of the J/orld 
h 70 this Time; and ect thoſe Days be Hort- 

Mat. 24.20. ned, there ſhall no fleſh (uo Proteſtant) living 
of. be Javed: Nor may thoſe that abandoning 
all Reaſon, Religion, Love of their Coun- 

try, and even the Principles of Self-Preſervarion, e- 
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pouſe ſo diſhonourable a Cauſe, expect much better 


| Quarter: They ſhou'd remember the Principles, before 


mention'd, which take ſuch deep hold of a Popiſh Con- 
ſcience, that nothing can reſcue it. A Popiſh Prince is 
bound by all that's Sacred to extirpate by Fire, Sword, 
Tc. his Heretical Subjects: If he forbear it, the Church 
will excommunicate, curſe, depole, and damn him. 
They ſhou'd remember how the Fathers of Conſtance 
kept their promiſe to John Hus, and Jerom of Prague, 
both whom they burnt after folemn Aflurances of Safe- 
ty. Should remember the Honour and Fidelity of the 
French King and Court to the Hugonots, at the Maſ- 

ſacre of Paris: Of Lewis the 14th to his Proteſtant Sub- 
jects, who ſet the Crown on his Head, and were reward- 
ed with Dragooning and the Gallies for their Service. 
They ſhould remember the Gratitude of Queen Mary 
to the Suffolk Men, who having ventur'd all in her Ser- 


| vice, pleaded her promiſe to preſerve their Religion, 


but had in Anſwer, They ſhould have the Honour of being 
the fi ſt Martyrs : and to that famous Proteſtant Judge 
(Hales) wao ſtood up for her Title, in Oppoſition to that 
of the Lady Jane Cray, and yet was afterwards degra- 
ded, impriſon'd, and treated in ſuch a Manner fer bis 
Herefi:, as drove him to put an End to a nuſerable Lite. 
Nay let them remember (which ſurely the Nation 


can't yet forget) how well King James kept his Pro- 


miſe and Engagements to the Church of England, after 

they had ſo zealouſly eſpouſed him. He was taking 

large Steps towards accompliſhing his Queen's Hopes 
. . 5 D y 

(as ſhe is ſaid to have declar'd them after the Slaughter 


made by Jefferies in the Meſt) that by Chriſtmas following 


ſhe won d dine all the Proteſtauts in England for Half a 
Crown. In a Word, there 1s no ſuch thing as Faith or 
Gratitude to be expected from a Popiſh Prince, by Pro- 
teflants; and they who rely on it will ſoon fee them- 
ſelves wofully diſappointed, and that what the Queen 
Regent of Scotland ſaid in Juſtification of her ſo frequent 
violating her Promiſes, is true Popiſh Divinity, viz, 
That Fuith is not to be kept with Hereticks; and that ſhould

ſhe kill all her Proteſtant Subjects (notwithſtanding thoſe En- 
gagement) ſhe only acted like a moſt dutiful Daughter of ho- 
ly Mother Church. But I have not room to expariate here 
as the Subject wou'd bear, and a little of the Warmth 
of a Briton and a Proteſtant wou'd prompt to do: They 
are chiefly Facts I am concern d with; and therefore re- 
mit the Reader to the ſerious Conſideration of the fore- 
going Narrative, as containing ſomething of the true 
Spirit, and genuine Fruits of Popery, hoping he'll ſtand 
affected towards it as it deſerves _ 
I ſhall however before I conclude take Notice of one 
thing farther (which tho' of a different. Nature from 
what J have been upon, has the ſame Tendency, viz. 
to ſhew how uncomfortable a Gueſt the Pretender and his 
Religion wou'd be among us) I mean the Reſumption of 
Church Lands; a Conſideration which will have and 
ought to have its weight with the Proteſtants of Britain.

Quarter in London, and for four Shillings a Quarter . J. 
in the Country; ſo that we may fairly compute the 
Price of Wheat in Henry VIII. his Time to have been 4 Shillings the 


Quarter, which multiply'd by 12, amounts to 2 l. 8 s. which is but 


a reaſonable Price for Wheat at this Day.

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which will give the real Value at this Day, and amounts 
to the Sum of 3,277,282/. 195.6 d. Now altho' 
this may appear to he almoſt an incredible Sum, yet 
we are not to imagine that 1t was the only Income of 
theſe Religious Houſes; for it was only the reſerv'd 
Rent of their Mannors, and the Yearly produce of their 
Demeſnes, without computing Fines, Herriots, Re- 
newals, Deodands, Cc. which wou'd perhaps have a- 
mounted to twice as much. But to be more exact in 
our Calculations; let us from this Yearly Income of 
the Monaſtick Houſes, deduct a ſixth Part for Deme- 
ſnes, and then the Remainder will be their reſerv'd 
Rents. If therefore from 3,277, 282 J. 19 5s. 64. you 
will Subſtract 5 46,2137. 65. 7 d. there will exactly re- 
main for their Rents 2,731,069 J. 125. 11d. Now 
the reſerv'd Rent in all Church 'Tenures, is at leaſt a 
fifth Part of the Eſtate ; it will follow that the Lands 


which the Monks had out upon Lives, in all amounred 


to the Sum of 13,655,345 J. 45. 74. and if to this 
you add their Demeſnes, we may fairly affirm, that 
the whole Land, which the Monks were Lords of, came 
to 14,101,558 J. 11s. 2d. How great a Part of our 
Land this muſt be, you may learn from the followin 

Calculation. The Tax is paid ſo unequally, that when 
it is nominally Four Shillings in the Pound; tho' in 
the Mid-land Counties they are kept up to the Rigour, 
yet in the North, and in the Welt, only one and a Half, 
in others two, but in almoſt no Place, above Two and 
a Half is paid. We may therefore fairly affirm, that 
when the Land-Tax is Aſſeſs'd for Four, it brings in 


but full Two Shillings of the Pound, or the Tenth Part 


of the Income of our Eſtates, reckoning one Place with 
another: The Land-Tax is ſuppos'd one Year with 


another to bring in Two Million, and this may be ac- 
counted when multiply'd by Ten, to be the Value of 
all the Land in England, which is twenty Millions

I know the Jeſuit in his Memorial, for the Refomma- 
tion of England, is for compounding this Matter, pro- 
poſing. the Church ſhould not reſume all her Lands ac- 
cording to the preſent Improyements and Value, but 
content her ſelf with the ancient Value. But this we 
have Reaſon enough to think a Contrivance, a guilded 
Bait to draw the Nation into the Net, and wou d toon 
be forgot, when the Church finds it ſelf in a Condition 
to give a more exact Definition of Sacrilege, and to aſ- 
ſert (what it calls) its Rights. Juſt ſuch anothegSham 
is that crafty jeſuit's Council of Reformation: He's 
not immediately for an Inquiſition, becauſe, ſays he, the 
Name of that may be ſomewhat odious and offenſive at 
the Beginning; and therefore he wou'd have his Mana- 
gers go by another Name ; and yet adviſes that before 
this Council of Reformation reſign its Authoriy, they 
ſhou'd take care to leave ſome good and ſound Manner of 
Inquiſition, adding, without this all will ſlide down a- 
gain: So that they mult not at firſt fall upon either Lives 
or Eſtates with their full Terror ; but when once they 
have us in their Power, we muſt expe& no Mercy ; the 
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Sir William Petty's Calculations, which were much older, do compute 
them at eight Millions a Vear. The latter of theſe wrote in the mid- 
dle of the Reign of King Charles II. and the former in the Reign of 
King William, and the vaſt Difference between them as to the annual 
Value of all the Lands and Houſes in Englard, we may chiefly attri- 

ute to our Trade, the Increaſe of which, has in half a Century much 


more than doubled the Rents of our Eſtates in this Nation.
